Boy, 12, admits 


A MOTHER defended her 12-year- 
old son when he appeared in court 
to admit criminal damage at a 
school. 

The boy, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Youth Court yesterday. 

He was accused of smashing win¬ 
dows and a fire door at Clements 
Community Primary School, 
Haverhill, in January. 

The 12-year-old, from Haverhill, 
also admitted one count of arson 
and one count of shoplifting from 
the town’s Poundland store. 

His mother said: “He is a good lad 
but he is easily led by older people 
around - he is trying to keep out of 
trouble and I think he has learned 
his lesson this time the hard way.” 

Rosalind Cappleman, prosecuting, 
said the boy’s actions had caused 
thousands of pounds damage at the 
school.

The incidents happened on January 
8, January 10 and January 13. 

She said: “On January 8 two males 
were seen throwing objects at the 
school window, and that broke and 
was £1,500.” 

The second window which was 
broken cost between £1,000 and 
£2,000 to replace, Mrs Cappleman 
said, while damage to the fire door 
cost between £3,000 and £5,000. 

In November last year, the boy set a 
wheelie bin, belonging to St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, on 
fire. 

In December, he was captured on 
CCTV stealing £6 worth of choco¬ 
lates from Poundland in the High 
Street. 

In mitigation, Rebecca Maxwell 
told the court the boy was “strug¬ 


gling at home”. “His father left, and 
he’s finding it very hard indeed to 
deal with the loss of his father at a 
very young age. 

“His mother is very concerned.” 

The boy, who was dressed in a grey 
hoody, black trousers and black 
shoes, was sentenced to a 12-month 
referral order and fined £85. 

A victim surcharge of £15 was also 
ordered by Christina Baker, presid¬ 
ing magistrate. 

Passing sentence, Mrs Baker said: 
“Hopefully, this will set you on the 
right road and no more being silly 
and doing dangerous things.” 

An 11-year-old boy, from Haverhill, 
also appeared in court accused of 
three counts of criminal damage, 
relating to incidents at Clements 
Community Primary School. 

His case was referred back to police 
officers, and adjourned until 
February 11.

Couple robbed by group on way home from pub 


A GROUP of five men robbed a 
couple as they walked home from 
the pub on Sunday morning. 

Haverhill police are investigating 
the crime, which took place in the 
early hours. 

A man and woman, both in their 
20s, were walking on a path leading 
from Haverhill’s Wratting Road to the 
old railway line when they were 


ambushed at around 1.50am. 

Five men took part in the attack, 
which saw the man punched and 
kicked in the head. The woman was 
unhurt. 

The man also had an Apple iPhone 
6, worth around £500, stolen from 
him. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, policing com¬ 
mander for Haverhill, said the rob¬ 


bery was an “isolated incident”. 

“I don’t believe this is part of a series, 
but you are always safer if you are 
walking home with somebody else.” 

The couple had been drinking in 
The Woolpack, on Queen Street. 

Two men in their 20s, both from 
Haverhill, have been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of robbery and bailed until 
March 4. 


New look at youth 
centre provision 


PLANS to transform a former court 
building into a youth hub have been 
abandoned. 

Town councillors this week voted 
to drop their pursuit of a lease on the 
old magistrates court and police sta¬ 
tion in Haverhill’s Camps Road, and 
look to provide youth provision else¬ 
where. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor, 
called on her colleagues to use what 
the town council has at its disposal, 
instead of relying on other authori¬ 
ties. 

At a meeting on Tuesday, she said: 
“We own Bevan House and the arts 
centre and we don’t have to have any 
involvement with anybody else, and 
we have our own decisions. 

“Let’s invest and use what we have 
got and make good of what we have 
got for the youth of this town.” 

The councillors’ decision came fol¬ 
lowing a meeting between Colin 
Poole, town clerk, and Cllr Lisa 
Chambers, cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation and skills at Suffolk County 
Council. 

Mr Poole said he was advised that 
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the council should start “moving 
away from the concept” of a build¬ 
ing-based service for youth provi¬ 
sion, as they would not be “gifted” 
the building as hoped. 

The town council has been negoti¬ 
ating a lease with the county council 
for more than a year. 

Mr Poole said: “To go ahead with¬ 
out a price isn’t possible. 

“If we sign a lease on that building 
without knowing what we are letting 
ourselves in for I don't think we 
would be acting in the best public 
interest.” 

Suggestions include redeveloping 
the toilet block at the Recreation 
Ground, and investigating the pur¬ 
chase of the vacant Corn Exchange. 

Cllr Betty McLatchy asked if the 
building could be bought and leased 
to West Suffolk Clinical 
Commissioning Group, to provide 
an out-of-hours care clinic for the 
town. 


The councillor wanted to provide 
something for all of the town’s peo¬ 
ple, she said. 

Mr Poole will investigate the Corn 
Exchange, and also look into provid¬ 
ing provision elsewhere, and near to 
the arts cente. 

Cllr Byrne added: “I can’t tell you 
how furious I am. 

“Not for us, but for the young peo¬ 
ple in the town. We deserve to be 
able to fund something that’s going 
to give them an opportunity in life.” 

The public’s hope for a youth hub 
was revealed in 2013, following a 
community budget consultation, 
carried out by ONE Haverhill. 

The town council then agreed to 
take on the responsibility of secur¬ 
ing a building for the project. 

Sarah Howard, chair of ONE 
Haverhill, supported the council’s 
decision, and said: “They have made 
a commitment to help the youth of 
the town through ONE Haverhill’s 
community budget but have quite 
rightly been very careful about how 
and where they are spending public 
money.” 


Council votes on precept freeze in budget 


HAVERHILL Town Council has 
approved a budget which sees a pre¬ 
cept freeze for the forthcoming 
financial year. 

Council tax payers living in 
Haverhill will not see their tax por¬ 
tion which goes to the town council 
increase this year - but the coming 
years are unclear. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne was one of the 
first to thank Colin Poole, town 
clerk, for his hard work in preparing 


the budget. 

The deputy mayor also congratu¬ 
lated Mr Poole, and Cllr Roger Andre, 
town mayor, for flagging discrepan¬ 
cies in the council tax base with St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

She said: “I would like to thank the 
mayor and the clerk for their work as 
it has made a difference to what we 
have got in front of us this evening.” 

At the meeting, Mr Poole said that 
residents may see a precept increase 


of around 4 per cent in 2016/17 as 
predictions for house building in the 
town currently stand - but this could 
all change in the next 12 months. 

Councillors voted unanimously in 
favour of the precept, and unani¬ 
mously in favour of the budget. 

There were eight town councillors 
present at the meeting.

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Man, 37, spat at police camera 


A FATHER of four has been 
sentenced for criminal dam¬ 
age after he spat at a police 
camera. 

Danny McKay, 37, appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

McKay, of Aldham Court, 
Haverhill, was initially arrest¬ 
ed following a complaint from 
a neighbour - but when taken 
into custody he became “agi¬ 
tated”. 

Andrew Thompson, prose¬ 


cuting, told the court that 
while McKay was in a police 
van he spat at a camera inside 
and smeared it to obscure the 
lens. 

At the time, he had been 
addicted to Valium, the court 
heard, but had been unable to 
obtain the drug which led to 
him becoming stressed when 
taken into custody. The inci¬ 
dent happened on June 12. 

McKay, who pleaded guilty, 
was sentenced to a 12 month 


conditional discharge, and 
was ordered to pay £85 in 
costs. 

Laura Kenyon, mitigating, 
said that McKay thought he 
was being arrested without 
justification and was “agitat¬ 
ed”. 

She added that he was 
“determined” not to get into 
trouble again. 

McKay has not been prose¬ 
cuted in relation to the neigh¬ 
bour’s complaint.

Heartbreak over decision 
to close children’s centre 
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MONTHS of uncertainty 
have ended with a decision 
to close one of Haverhill’s 
children’s centres. 

On Track, in Strasbourg 
Square, will close its doors 
and merge with the 
Cartwheels Centre, which is 
at the opposite end of town. 

The unanimous decision 
was made by members of 
Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet on Tuesday. 

Cllr Anne Gower has been 
fighting the proposal since it 
was announced in July. 

She said: “I am absolutely 
devastated. I just can’t 
believe it. 

“They didn’t seem to listen 
to a thing I said and all the 
people who said I was wast¬ 
ing my breath were proven 
right.” 

Cllr Gower spoke at 
Tuesday’s meeting against 
the proposal. 

She, and fellow county 
councillors Tony Brown and 
Julian Flood, entered a for¬ 
mal objection to the plans 
last year. 

The councillor outlined the 
services provided at On Track 
and questioned how these 
would be provided success¬ 
fully elsewhere. 

She said: “Disruption will 
not be minimised as there 
are no other facilities in the 
locality which could be used 
to provide the valuable ser¬ 
vices we are talking about. 

“We have two areas of dep¬ 
rivation which is why we 
have two children’s centres, 
and we will have these two 
areas at either end of town. 

“It doesn’t matter how 
much advertising you say 
you will do - if you are a vul¬ 
nerable family you need a 
centre in your locality.” 

Currently, the centre is 
used for supervised visits, 
and it is also an access point 
for midwives and social 
workers. Various community 
groups also use the building 
to meet. 

Figures released by Suffolk 
County Council have said 
that delivering On Track’s 
services elsewhere will make 
a net saving of around 
£39,000 alone. 

The council has estimated 
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OBJECTED: Cllr 
Anne Gower 
spoke against 
closing On Track 
in Strasbourg 
Square and 
merging it with 
the Cartwheels 
Centre at the 
opposite end of 
town 
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that more than £250,000 will 
be saved between 2015-18 
through these changes. 

It is anticipated that the 
current activities timetable 
at On Track will be delivered 
in the Chalkstone 
Community Centre, which is 
also on the square. 

Alternative venues, includ¬ 
ing Haverhill Library and the 
Burton Centre, will also be 
used by families for specific 
activities. 

Cllr Gower said: “The thing 
about vulnerable people is 
that they don’t have a lot of 
choices, and they are cutting 
them down even more. 

“I have made it quite clear 
that I am totally against this 
proposal as a member of the 
majority party at the county 
council.” 

Cllr Gordon Jones, cabinet 
member for children’s ser¬ 
vices, has said the council 
needs to make the “best use” 
of its assets. 

The proposal is not a cut to 
the service, but a way to 
deliver the “greatest positive 
impact” on children’s lives, 


he said. 

“There is no hard and fast 
rule that all children’s cen¬ 
tres need to deliver their full 
range of services from a sin¬ 
gle site. 

“The needs of children and 
their families have changed 
over time, and we must con¬ 
tinue to develop our services 
accordingly. 

“We need to make best pos¬ 
sible use of data to target 
those children in most need 
of support.” 

Cllr Michael Jefferys, of 
Newmarket Town and Forest 
Heath District Councils, has 
also spoken out against the 
decision. 

Hailing it as nothing more 
than a “cost cutting exer¬ 
cise”, he said: “It is the wrong 
decision for the wrong rea¬ 
sons. 

“Children’s centres have 
been so successful and not 
just in Haverhill, but around 
the county and around 
Britain.” 

It is expected that “service 
relocation” for the affected 
centres will start in April. 
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Deputy steps up to take over as head 


A FORMER deputy head has taken the 
lead at her primary school for the new 
year. 

Karen Sheargold has begun her 
position as headteacher at Kedington 
Primary Academy - and already has big 
plans for the new year.

Mrs Sheargold said: “We are keeping 
the children at the centre of everything, 
and having a holistic approach to caring 
for them.”

Each Safer 

Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) in Suffolk has 
been given 10 sets of 
the LED lights by 
Suffolk County Council 
to distribute to the 
public how they 
choose. 

PCSO Mitchell said: 
“Social media is a mas¬ 
sive influence on eve¬ 
rything and we have 
the least amount of 
Twitter followers for 
the local constabular¬ 
ies. 
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“I thought of this as a 
way of getting follow¬ 
ers, and to promote 
road safety, to give a 
couple of sets of lights 
away.” 

Cycle safety was 
voted in as an SNT 
policing priority at a 
previous meeting, with 
officers tackling riders 
not obeying the 
Highway Code. 

Now, the force is 
focusing on education 
rather than enforce¬ 
ment, the PCSO said, 
and some riders who 
are stopped by officers 
could be given a set of 
lights for their bike 
instead of a fixed pen¬ 
alty notice.

looking at how the 
force can work with 
local businesses to pro¬ 
mote cycle safety in the 
future. 

She added: “We are 
just hoping to promote 
road safety in the best 
possible way.”

Talks on handyman 

A DECISION on whether or not to employ a town 
handyman has been deferred. 

Councillors at a full meeting on Tuesday 
discussed the role, which would be paid for by 
Haverhill Town Council.

It was initially hoped that borough and county 
councils would contribute to the role’s costs. 

Colin Poole, town clerk, is going to make further 
investigations and a decision will be made at a 
later date.

Joy as special 
buggy arrives for 
Lily and Willow

THE lives of two sisters have been 
transformed with the arrival of a 
specialist buggy. 

Lily and Willow Bamber both suffer 
from Mitochondrial Disease, a pro¬ 
gressive condition which can restrict 
their mobility. 

The sisters, who live in Haverhill’s 
Meadowsweet Close with parents 
Michelle and Jamie, can now get 
around with the help of a new buggy, 
paid for almost in full by anonymous 
donors. 

The buggy, which was purchased 
through the Newlife Foundation, cost 
£599. 

Michelle, 32, said: “We hope the 
anonymous donors who helped make 
this possible will see the picture of 
the two girls and know how grateful 
we are for their support.” 

The family made their initial appeal 
through the charity at the start of 
December and, earlier this month, 
thanked the anonymous donors for 
their generosity. 

Money was pledged to the family 
almost immediately after their 
appeal, with some visiting them in 
person to make a contribution. 

Lily, who started primary school in 
2013, can no longer walk unaided and 
Willow is just starting to take her first 
steps. 

The 5-year-old uses a walking 
frame, and has an electric wheelchair 
for use at school. It is not yet known 
how Willow will develop. 

Before, the sisters had to go out and 
about in a normal buggy - but now 
mum Michelle’s fears of her children 
outgrowing the equipment have been 
laid to rest. 

The buggy can be used for both girls 
together or each of them separately, 

Michelle said, and is easy to load in 
and out of the car. 

She added: “Lily has said that it feels 
more comfy - it’s great.”

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build 
“eyesore” flats will go before 
councillors for a decision. 

The application, for new homes 
off Haverhill’s Burton End, will 
hopefully be decided next week.

Unsolicited emails should 
always be checked, Trading 
Standards said, or reported 
to the police if a resident is 
concerned about the con¬ 
tents.

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is also encouraging 
its tax payers to get in touch 
if they receive any strange 
correspondence.

A spokesman for the bor¬ 
ough added: “If any of our 
residents are suspicious or 
unsure after receiving any 
form of correspondence they 
should telephone (01284)

also reminded people that 
they would never send 
emails requesting personal 
information, or an update in 
details. 

They would also never 
make requests for payment, 
as bills are sent out by post.

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How tsunami taught me 
that death is not the end 


Ten years ago, Simon Parr was 
on a beach in Phuket when the 
devastating Boxing Day tsunami 
hit. He managed to cheat death 
by climbing trees - and, he tells 
Emma Higginbotham, it’s 
changed the way he sees the 
world. 

BOXING Day 2004. Clinging to a thorny tree, 
the debris-strewn flood waters swirling men¬ 
acingly around him, Simon Parr knew his 
time was running out. 

He’d just witnessed two people lose their lives 
to the powerful waves that were battering this 
once idyllic Thai beach. And, watching in hor¬ 
ror as a colossal wall of water careered towards 
him, realised that he’d almost certainly be 
next. 

“I’m thinking ‘What is this, the end of the 
world?”’ recalls Simon, shaking his head. “It 
was just like Armageddon.” 

More than 200,000 people were killed in the 
disaster. But Simon survived to tell the tale - 
and, he says, it’s given him a rather different 
outlook on life. 

The story began when Simon, a builder, 
bought the 17th century cottage in Cottenham 
that’s now his home. It needed a lot of work, so 
he decided to go travelling before beginning 
the renovations. Looking for something differ¬ 
ent to do, he decided to have a crack at becom¬ 
ing a scuba diving instructor and, in October 
2004, headed to Phuket in Thailand to start 
training; by December he was a qualified dive 
master. 

“Boxing Day was my first day off for 10 days, 
which is a lot of diving, so we went out for a few 
bevvies in the evening,” recalls Simon, 52. 
“Then the next day I woke up and I thought ‘It 
feels like the bed’s shaking. I’ve drunk too 
much! I know what I need: a dip in the ocean’.” 

He wandered down to beautiful Kata 
Beach, “and when I got there I was looking 
out to sea thinking ‘This is weird: the sea’s 
gone way, way out’. I’d never, ever seen it like 
that.” He began to walk out towards where 
the sea should be, “just totally puzzled, real¬ 
ly. Obviously I’d had a drink as well, so there 
was probably a bit of that still swirling 
round, although I soon sobered up . . 

Suddenly, a shallow yet powerful wave began 
speeding across the sand. “It was just rushing 
past my ankles, really strong and extraordi¬ 
narily fast. I still had no idea what was going 
on, I just thought ‘Crikey, I could get knocked 
over here’.” He turned and began to run back to 
the beach, “then all of a sudden a bigger wave 
came and knocked me down, boom, really 
hard.” 

Simon scrambled back up and carried on 
running but, as he did, he watched in terror as 
a long-tail boat was flung into the air by the 
ferocious wave, “and there’s a guy running in 
front of me, and this anchor comes flying past 
me and just takes this guy straight out. It was 
awful. 

“Then one of these boats is up on the wave 
and it’s coming right at me with the propeller 
spinning round. I dived out of the way, other¬ 
wise I knew I’d get shredded. Immediately I 
knew I was in a life-or-death situation. There 
was no question about it.” 

Just as he reached the shoreline, the water 
began rushing backwards again, “and I saw 
this old, frail guy getting drawn away from the 
beach. My instinct was to run, but something 
inside me said ‘You can’t just leave him like 
that’. 

“So I grabbed hold of him and started trying 
to drag him up the beach, but the water was 
rushing back so fast that all I could do was 



stand, wedged into the sand, and hold on to 
him while we’re both being dragged back in 
towards the sea. Then to the left of me all of a 
sudden I’m seeing a big wave, coming along 
the beach sideways, and every single parasol 
and sunbed along that beach was tumbling 
around, like it’s in a washing machine. All this 
debris was just coming towards us, then bang, 
it’s hit us.” The wave separated the pair, “and 
then there’s another wave coming in the other 
way” 

Simon and the elderly man were scooped up 


by the crashing water, which 
began sweeping them inland. 
“I spun round and went feet 
first, because I’m starting to go 
really quickly towards the 
trees. I can see this guy going 
headfirst, and I’m shouting 
‘Mind your head!’ But he just 
went smack into a tree head¬ 
first, and disappeared under 
the water.” 

There was nothing Simon 
could do; he was being pushed 
too hard into the trees himself, 
“like a pinball in a pinball 
machine. And then I’m think¬ 
ing ‘Oh my God’, because I can 
see all of the water going into 
this small building. The door’s 
open, and the water’s rushing 
in, and I’m going into that 
building, and I can’t do any¬ 
thing except try to grab hold of 
trees and stop myself.” 

Fortunately, Simon was 
swept around the building, 
“and I managed to grab hold of a small tree and 
hang on to that.” As if the situation wasn’t bad 
enough, the tree was covered with thorns, “so 
I’m climbing up and getting cuts as I go, and 
there’s these big red ants biting me, literally 
stuck in my skin. I’m like ‘I can’t believe this! 
Am I dreaming?”’ 

But far worse was to come. As Simon clung to 
the tree, he became aware of a terrible noise: 
“It was a growly, rumbling sound, and I looked 
out to sea - and there is the biggest wave I’ve 
ever seen, a big wall of water, coming towards 


me. I’m like ‘What is this?’, just bemused. 

“Then this wave hits, and starts breaking 
over the top of the building, and the whole 
building just collapses on to the tree, at which 
point I said ‘I’m dead’. The whole tree went 
under the water. I was scared to death.” 

It was now that Simon’s diving training came 
in useful: “I opened my eyes under the water, 
and I can see and feel bits of debris, and I’m 
starting to scrap and scrap, trying to get up to 
get some breath. 

“Then I manage to pop up to the surface 
and take a big gulp of air, and there’s just 
everything floating around: bits of boats, a 
car swirling around, and the water’s going 
this way and that. 

“My instinct still is ‘get in a tree’, so I manage 
to catch hold of a foam cushion, which had 
some flotation, grab hold of a tree, and stick 
this cushion in the middle of the palm tree - 
they’re really sharp, you see - and pull myself 
into it. I’m just literally sitting on top of this 
palm tree.” He’s kept the cushion to this day 

Gradually the water began to subside, “and I 
could hear people screaming and crying. I 
remember seeing other people in trees, but I 
just wanted to get away from the sea, so as the 
water went down to a foot or so, I climbed 
down. 

“Then the water started coming back again, 
so then I climbed up this other tree. 

Eventually Simon climbed down and began 
running home to the room he was renting. 

Back in his room, Simon texted his brother to 
let him know he was OK. 

Unlike many, Simon stayed on in Thailand 
for another three months, helping to clear the 
debris. The mood, he said, was ‘very sombre. A 
lot of people had died. It was awful. 

“I was in shock for quite some time, and I was 
very ill afterwards, I think because I’d ingested a 
lot of dodgy stuff; a few of us had upset stomachs 
because of being in the dirty water. And a lot of 
people got post-traumatic stress disorder, but I 
just felt elated because I’d survived.” 

Back home in Cottenham, Simon busied 
himself restoring his cottage. As a builder, he’d

always had back problems, “and I’d heard that 
Rachel Casson in the village was a sports 
therapist, so I made an appointment with her. 
I’d also heard that she did some psychic stuff, 
and I was vaguely interested in that, although 
I was a complete atheist.” 

He went along for a massage and, as she 
treated his back, Rachel mentioned tb at 
she was a medium and spiritual healer. 

“She said ‘I’ve got someone here with 
me at the moment’. I thought ‘This is 
mental!”’, he laughs, “but she brought 
through what I can only say described 
my aunt, who’d passed away not long 
before. I thought ‘Wow, this is weird’.” 

Simon continued to go to Rachel for treat¬ 
ment, “and she kept telling me more and 
more; she was bringing through my dad, and 
my sister, who’d committed suicide. I said 
‘Look, I can’t dispute what you’re saying, it’s 
accurate, but I can’t believe it. When you’re 
dead you’re dead’.” 

He then decided to test Rachel: “I said: 

‘Do you ever see me in a 
situation? Like a disaster?’ 
closed her eyes and went ‘I can see 
lots of people around you, drown¬ 
ing’. 

“And I thought ‘Flipping 
heck!’ I’d never, ever men¬ 
tioned the tsunami. But 
despite that, my logical mind 
was still struggling to believe 
it.” 

One day, Rachel said that the 
spirits would give him a sign: a 
tingling sensation in the back of 
his head, “and I thought 
‘Rubbish!’” he laughs. 

“Anyway, she says ‘You’re going 
to feel it now’, and I could feel this 
tingling! So I went away really start¬ 
ing to believe there was something in 
it.” 

Gradually, Simon says he began 
developing his own psychic 
awareness, “and when I started 
to reflect, there are things 
that I didn’t understand 
when I was younger, 
and now I’m wonder¬ 
ing if it was some 
kind of spiritual 
influence.” He 
recalls an air of 


loneliness that overwhelmed him just hours 
before he heard the news that his sister had 
taken her own life, and a strong feeling that 
he’d be in a plane that crashes into the ocean: 
“And one day the penny dropped: what I’d 
been seeing is flying somewhere in a plane, 
and ending up in a disastrous situation in the 
sea.” 

Simon now volunteers at the Newmarket 
Pioneer Centre, a Spiritualist church in 
Cardigan Street, and regularly attends The 
Arthur Findlay College, a college of 
Spiritualism and psychic sciences in Stansted. 

What do his friends and family think? “My 
brother doesn’t buy it at all; my mum’s a bit 
more open to it, and the majority of my old 
friends probably think I’m bonkers,” he grins. 

But, he insists, he doesn’t mind what people 
think of him, “because what I’m telling is my 
true experience. I’ve got nothing to gain from 
it. Rachel opened my mind up to something 
that I never believed could be true, that after 
you die your spirit goes on, and that’s what I 
believe now. 

“And I’m not perfect by any means, but I 
think if more people lived by the Spiritualist 
principles - basically ‘be good to other peo¬ 
ple’ - then the world would be a better place. 

“A lot of people don’t know what Spiritualism 
is. They probably think a medium is someone 
at a fairground with a crystal 
ball telling a future to 
someone to make 
money. 

^ “All I want to 
do is tell peo¬ 
ple that 
there are 
hundreds of 
Spiritual 
National Union 
churches that you 
can go into for free, meet like-minded people 
and get a message. It starts to help you make 
sense of your life, and stops you being scared 
of death. 

“Because for me, death is 
not the end.”

Currently, the scheme has 150 
hospice neighbours working in 17 
teams - but five of these teams 
need co-ordinators. 

Kay said: “The main aim of co-

ordinators is to give support to 
their teams and to support each 
other. 

“Without them we would seri¬ 
ously struggle, because there is no 
way we could give that level of 
one-to-one support to everyone. 

“The co-ordinators have a duty 
of care to look after our hospice 
neighbours, so that is why they 
are so important.” 

Between April, 2013, and April, 
last year, hospice neighbours 
spent more than 3,700 hours car¬ 
rying out visits. 

The volunteers provide compan¬ 
ionship for patients, as well as 
carrying out housework, garden¬ 
ing, shopping and other work. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care has an 
outreach centre in Haverhill, 
which opened last year.

Signal law is scrapped 


A NEW law to help improve mobile 
phone signals in rural areas has 
been scrapped by the government 
in a move welcomed by the West 
Suffolk-based CLA. 

At the beginning of the month, 
the government proposed a 
replacement of the Electronic 
Communications Code to try and 
improve mobile coverage in rural 
areas. 

However, the CLA, an organisa¬ 
tion which represents farmers and 
landowners in Suffolk, took “strong

opposition” to the fact that mobile 
phone companies could impose 
terms such as rents and wayleave 
payments onto landowners so that 
they could access their land. 

The organisation, which is based 
in Newmarket, welcomed the with¬ 
drawal after finding “significant 
flaws” in the way the code would 
work. 


Ben Underwood, CLA’s regional 
director in the east, said he was 
pleased the plans were being with¬ 
drawn. 

He said: “There were deep flaws 
with what was proposed. It was too 
complex and unworkable for all 
sides. 

“We are keen to collaborate with 
the government to secure reform of 
this code. 

“The end objective we all want is 
better mobile coverage in Suffolk 
and across the whole of the eastern 


region. 

“Currently, there are too many 
rural areas all but cut off from the 
communications that are part of 
every day life for most. 

“However, this can only be 
achieved through proper consulta¬ 
tion and we will now be seeking 
reassurance that this will take 
place.” 

The decision to withdraw the 
plans means the Electronic 
Communications Code will stay in 
place for now.

False Lights (Feat. Sam 
Carter and Jim Moray), 
Cambridge Junction, 
Monday, February 9, at 
8pm.

BBC 2 Folk Award winners 
and Cambridge Folk 
Festival favourites Sam 
Carter and Jim Moray got 
a bit tipsy down the pub 
one night late in 2013 and 
decided to form a folk 
rock group together, as 
you do.

Whrter 
than white 


NAOMI Slade has always had a soft spot for 
snowdrops. 

Growing up in west Wales where winters are 
cold and damp, she would gather a little posy of 
snowdrops for her mother on Valentine's Day, 
when little else was in flower. 

Years later, the keen horticul¬ 
turist and author has charted 
her love of these pint-sized 
beauties in The Plant Lover's 
Guide To Snowdrops, where she 
not only examines the many 
different varieties, but offers 
design ideas on where they can 
be shown off to their best. 

"Very often people leave 
snowdrops to make the best of 
things unaided," she observes. 

"If they are lucky, they get 
divided or fed, but the predomi¬ 
nant regimen is one of benign neglect. 

"A little care pays dividends, however, and to 
elevate the show from just delightful to simply 
fabulous, it is worth thinking about plants to ac¬ 
company snowdrops as a background or counter¬ 
point." 

While snowdrops look amazing naturalised in a 
woodland area, if you have a medium-sized gar¬ 
den they look best with other plants, says Naomi. 


"In general, if a plant keeps itself to itself - 
think clumping ferns, small bulbs and specimen 
trees - it is probably a good neighbour as far as 
snowdrops are concerned," she observes. 

Avoid placing snowdrops with dense ever¬ 
greens with mats of roots, spreading plants such 
as comfrey and some of the 
more vigorous geraniums and 
herbaceous perennials that need 
dividing every few years such as 
heleniums and asters. 

Instead, partner them with 
other small bulbs, she suggests. 

"They look great with purple 
Crocus tommasinianus and 
dwarf irises, or planted under a 
tree with bright gold aconites or 
cyclamen. 

"Grasses are another pleasing 
companion and not necessarily 
the most obvious choice - that particular award is 
held by hellebores, and not in a bad way, either." 

Personally, I wouldn't particularly think of 
putting snowdrops in a container, but Naomi has 
other ideas, although they will need plenty of TLC 
if you put them in a pot, she warns. 

"If you want to try growing them in a con¬ 
tainer, choose decent-sized pots, repot every 
year to avoid depletion of nutrients and a general

reduction in compost quality, and make sure that 
the pots don't freeze." 

Create temporary displays in pots, planting 
vigorous clumps into large tubs mixed with hel¬ 
lebores, small evergreens and primroses, or plant 
them in pots on their own, or alternated with 
similar sized pots of irises, crocuses or succulents. 

For container planting pick a robust candidate, 
species Galanthus elwesii, G. nivalis, or the com¬ 
mon double Galanthus nivalis 'Flore Pleno' are all 
ideal, she says. 

For small pots you can plant them with colour¬ 
ful heuchera or Tellima grandiflora or with the 
black lilyturf, Ophiopogon planiscapus 'Nigres- 
cens'. They also look good as part of an arrange¬ 
ment with mini daffodils and trailing ivy and add 
sparkle to more formal, larger containers with 
clipped box forms and skimmia. 

In large gardens, they can form spectacular 
swathes against dark branches and evergreen 


leaves, but never plant them in a straight line or 
regular pattern. Just scatter the bulbs randomly 
and then plant them where they fall. 

If you have a lawn which has a lot of foot traf¬ 
fic, avoid planting snowdrops there as they don't 
like being trampled and won't welcome their 
leaves being cut by the mower early on in the 
season. 

They do well planted under cultivated shrubs 
and trees such as butcher's broom (Ruscus acu- 
leatus), an evergreen with red berries, variegated 
holly or even sorbus and hawthorn. 

In rockery settings, common types such as 
Galanthus 'S. Arnott', G. nivalis and G. elwesii will 
multiply fairly quickly to make a good show. Try 
G. 'Flore Pleno' with alpine plants such as semper- 
vivums, sedums and lewisias.

Leasing is becoming 
preferred way to go 

LEASING the way forward for the “direct debit 
generation,” says Glass’s, the largest vehicle data 
provider in Europe and publisher of the industry- 
standard Glass’s Guide to Car Values. 

Today’s consumers have become accustomed to 
paying for goods and services on monthly 
subscriptions - mobile phones, gym membership, 
TV, insurance and more - and it’s apparent owning 
a new car could become a thing of the past as 
greater numbers of customers opt for car leasing. 

Car leasing has always been popular for 
business drivers but as leasing deals have 
become more attractive, there’s been a step 
change in the notion of owning a new car with 
more drivers are opting for pay monthly deals, 
explained Rupert Pontin, Glass’s head of 
valuations. 

He said: “Consumers, especially what you might 
call the younger, ‘direct debit generation’ has 
become accustomed to buying a large range of 
often high-priced products and services on a pay 
monthly basis.

The Club Up adds 
16-inch ‘Triangle’ alloy 
wheels, a choice of 
Blueberry metallic or 
Black Pearl paint, 


privacy glass from the 
B-pillar back, “Club” 
badging, wing mirrors 
in silver, black roof 
lining, carpet mats 
and unique “Club” 
Tartan Tonic cloth 
upholstery. 

Both new cars are 
powered by the 75 
horsepower 1.0-litre 
petrol engine, mated 
to a five-speed 
manual gearbox. 


Tips on buying 
a used car for 
under £1,500 


JUST because your budget is 
small, it doesn’t mean you 
can’t drive a stylish sports 
car, luxury saloon or spa¬ 
cious MPV, writes Matt Joy. 

If you’re prepared to hunt 
around and trawl through 
the classifieds you can get a 
used bargain, and potentially 
something a little more inter¬ 
esting than a humble runa¬ 
bout. Here’s a small selection 
of what is possible for just 
£ 1 , 000 : 

SUPERMINI - FORD FIESTA 
Of course there’s stacks of 
choice at this end of the mar¬ 
ket as smaller cars tend to be 
cheaper than larger ones - 
although not always. You’ll 
find all of the most popular 
models; Vauxhall Corsa, 
Renault Clio and plenty of 
Ford Fiestas. We found a nice 
2002 example of the previous 
generation model with air 
conditioning and a modest 
92,000 miles for £1,000. 

FAMIFY HATCH - HONDA 
CIVIC 

Move up a size and you still 
should have no trouble find¬ 
ing what you’re after. As well 
as the usual suspects from 
Ford and Vauxhall, consider 
something like the Honda 
Civic. They have an excellent 
reputation for reliability and 
are practical too. For £999 we 
found a 2003 Civic 1.6i SE 
Executive with plenty of toys, 


11 months MOT and 100,000 
miles; for a Honda that’s only 
just run in! 

MPV - SEAT AFHAMBRA 
Now we’re getting to the larg¬ 
er cars, it’s important to 
remember that they will 
inevitably have a higher mile¬ 
age, but condition is arguably 
more important; a well- 
maintained car with fewer 
owners and higher miles is 
better than a thrashed low- 
mileage example. Ford and 
Volkswagen collaborated on 
the Galaxy/Sharan MPV in 
the 1990s but there was a 
often-overlooked Seat ver¬ 
sion too. We found a 2000 
Alhambra with the ideal 1.9 
TDi engine, air conditioning, 
179,000 miles and 10 months 
MOT for £995. 

CONVERTIBFE - AUDI 
CABRIOFET 

If you’re looking for style on a 
budget, it’s important to 
choose something that’s aged 
well, which is where the Audi 
Convertible comes in. Even 
though the earliest examples 
are now over 20 years old, it 
stayed on sale until 2000 and 
still looks the part; even 
Princess Diana had one. 
You’ll need to search and this 
1.8-litre example we found is 
no fireball, but it has the 
essential alloy wheels, part 
leather seats and 133,000 
miles for £995. 


FUXURY SAFOON - FEXUS 
FS 

It might seem a nonsense 
that you can get a big luxury 
saloon for £1,000 but the 
truth is that cars like these 
depreciate more than any 
other, which is why those 15 
years old or more are remark¬ 
ably cheap. We found a cou¬ 
ple of Mercedes-Benz S-Class 
and half a dozen BMW 7 
Series but we’d plump for the 
Fexus FS. We found a 1999 
example with an admittedly- 
high 200,000 miles on it, but 
your £995 gets you a smooth 
V8 engine, sat-nav, electric 
seats, climate control and an 
interior that looks like new. 

SPORTS CAR - PORSCHE 928 
OK, so this really is a stretch 
but if you’re prepared to be 
patient, haggle and get your 
hands dirty, then you could 
have a fast car on your drive. 
Back when it was launched 
in 1978, the Porsche 928 had 
a 4.5-litre V8 engine and 
could crack 140mph, while 
later models got even more 
power. The oldest examples 
will need some work but 
there are plenty of special¬ 
ists out there and even today 
it’s an eye-catching example 
of Porsche design. We found 
two examples in the classi¬ 
fieds for a smidgen over 
£1,500, so with a bit of hag¬ 
gling you could have a per¬ 
formance bargain.

Westcott takes over 
Borough first team 

MARTIN Westcott is excited by the new 
challenge of taking over Haverhill Borough’s 
first team following the major changes in 
the club’s structure. 

With Ben Cowling stepping down as first- 
team boss to take on the role of chairman and 
technical director, assistant Westcott makes 
the step up, with his first game in charge set 
to be the home Thurlow Nunn League, 

First Division match against Leiston on 
February 7. 

“We needed to make some changes to cope 
with the club’s growth,” said Westcott. 

“Ben asked me if I’d step up as manager and 
I agreed. We’ve got good players and we can 
compete with any side in this league so it’s a 
good time to be taking over.”

“With his playing background, he’ll bring a 
more defensive mindset whereas as a forward 
I tend to look at the attacking options, so 
there will be good balance there.”
